On shipboard, as is undoubt­ 
edly known to most of y ou, the ship’s 
company —officers and men alik*— stand 
four hour watches day and nig ht, and 
to g et. the req uired amount of rest are 
oblig ed to g< t their sleep irreg ularly . 
To so arrang e it that the same man 
shall not be oblig ed to take early or late 
watches continually , the ‘dog w atch’ 
of two hours l* interpolated, thus add­ 
ing to the irreg ularity . 
In watching 
the results for over two y ears I conic 
never discover that the w atch, officers 
and men, were not as fully refreshed 
by th« ir sleep as were the medical and 
pay officers, who stand no watch and 
have hours as ri g uiar as those of any 
householder.”

A 
glutinous, milky juice oozes from the 
trunk of tin* tree, which makes au ex­ 
cellent cement when boiled with e« icoa- 
nut oil. 
From the fibrous inner bark a 
kind of coarse cloth is made, and the 
big leaves make good towels. Th<* lum ­ 
ber is used for building houses and 
many other purposes.
